SALES TAX COLLECTIONS BY BUSINESS CLASSIFICATION 
JUNE, 1946 


For the month of June\1946, 31,905 returns reported a Sales tax liability 
of $2,166,100.05. This is an average per return of $67.90. 


All the Groups, as a unit, show a gain in both returns and tax over June 
195, except the Contracting Group, and the Public Utility and Transportation 
Group, The Contracting Group shows a loss in both returns and tax and Public 
Utility Group a loss in amount of Tax, 


All concerns in tho Food Group, Gonoral Merchandise Group, Furniture, 
Fixtures, and Equipment Group, Motor Vehicle Group, and the Lumber and Materials 
Group, show gains in both returns and tax, 


In the Apparel Group, Womens Apparel shows a small loss in tax but a 
gain in number of returns, All other concerns show a gain in both. 


In the Service Group, Barber and Beauty Shops show a loss in returns 
but a gain in tax; all others a gain in both. 


Miscellaneous Contractors in the Contracting Group show a loss in both 
returns and tax. 


Air Transportation of the Public Utility and Transportation Group alone 
shows a gain in both returns and tax. All the others show a loss in cither returns 
or tax. 


In the Miscellaneous Group, Flour, Feed, Seed, Grain, Fertilizer concerns 
shows a loss in returns only; Hatcheries, Cotton Gins and Cotton Oil Mills, and 
Oil Field Equipment, a loss in amount of tax, and Auction and Casual Sales, 
Business not Stated, a loss in both, 


The bulk of the Use Tax Collections is shown by the Miscellaneous Group 
with $17,268.69, Public Utility and Transportation Group with $14,733.19, and 
the General Merchandise Group with $14,678.15.
